Not Found in 


Berlin

The disclosure that the Chancel- 
lery where Hitler had his offices 
was ablaze indicated that it. might 
be ‘difficult ever to prove that the 
FPuehrer committed suicide plong 
with Propaganda Minister Goeb- 
bels, as the Russians had reported, 

The statement that the bodies 
were not found in the building, how- 
ever, . indicated that. {t had—been 
searched, and strengthened the the- 
ory that if Hitler did kill himself it 
was not in the Chancellery, . 

Soviet correspondents reported 
how they, with Soviet soldiers, en- 
tered the building and found dead 
German machine-gunners with Iron 
Crosses. 

“Hitler's Chancellery 1s hot,” sald 
a Red Star reporter. “The fire is 
getting closer, The floor fs burning 
and at any moment will fall. In the 
smoke and flame It ts Impossible to 
see much.” 

Meantime unit after unit of the 
beaten Wehrmacht was surrender- 
ing along a still-lengthy Russian 
front as the weary Germans antici- 
pated a general capitulation, and 
dispatches from Berlin said the 
prisoner toll there stood at about 
145,000 early poaey Aah hundreds 
more giv! up hourly.

With 7th U.S, Army, May 5—(APY 
— Field Marshal Karl Gerd yon 
Rundstedt, admitting complete Ger- 
man defeat, sald today he regarded 
air power as the most decisive fac- 
tor in Germany's military failure. 

Wearing “his Marshal's uniform 
with the Enight's Cross of the Iron 
Croas-and other decorations, the 
former German commander in the 
West recelved correspondents in a 
chateau Where he is held prisoner. 

Von Rundstedt said these were

3. Germany's loss of raw materi- 
als areas such as Rumania. 

4. Smashing of the home indus- 
trial sections such as Silesia and 
Saxony by alr attacks,

dents, Von Rundstedt seated him- 
self on a big sofa and replied to 
every question put. 

He*said in his opinion, Hitler is 
dead, but not by suicide. He ex- 
pressed belief the Puehrer died in 
Berlin. ;

Corps troops occupy West Holland 
and take over the huge bag of pri- 

Stmilarly, on the 2nd. Corps front 
tn northwestern Germany, there 
may be a lapse of a day or more 
before the Canadians enter Em- 
den and Wilhelmshaven. 

Reason for the delay is that Can, 
adian commanders have to obtain 
a mass of information from Ger- 
man officers regarding enemy 
minefields, road-blocks, obstacles, 
rations, gasoline and animunition.

Monty Rejects Nazi Offer to Surrender

Negotiations for the surrender of 
the Germans facing the Allies in 
the north had been under way for 
two days’ before the signing, Mont- 
gomery revealed. 

Gen, Guenther Blumentritt, com+ 
mander of all Germarf forces be- 
tween the Baltic and the Weser 
River, sent & message to Montgom- 
ery May 2, offering to surrender the 
German 12th and 2ist Armies and 
the 3rd Tank Army, which were fac- 
ing the Russians. The Allied Com- 
mander’s reply was a flat “No.” 

“Those armies are fighting. the 
Russians,” he said. “If there is any 
surrendering to be done it should 
be to the Russians. I am not going 
to have any dealings on the eastern 
flank and the Russian front.”

Allies Want No Coddling of Huns 


Must Stamp Out N 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign News Analyst) 

A lot of folks on the Allied home 
fronts will breathe easier as the re- 
sult of Gen. Eisenhower's blunt an- 
nouncement that he regrets Instanc- 
es In which senlor United States of- 
ficers treated captured Nazi and 
German officials on a “{riendly- 
enemy” basis in direct violation of 
his orders, and that he has taken 
drastic measures to “assure termin- 
ation of these errors forthwith.” 

The Allied press is making it amp- 
ly clear that we want no coddling 
of the enemy. We tried it with the 
Kalser’s gang a generation ago and 
have pald the awful price. Now we 
want the scalps not only of Nazi of- 
ficials but of the German military 
command, all of whom are guilty of 
war crimes. | 

The supreme commander's two- 
fisted move followed British and 
American newspaper criticism: of 
Reichsmarshal Goering’s treatment 
by the U.S. 7th Army. A news dis-

was given lunch in a hotel parlor 
after “brief greetings” and a hand- 
shake and posed for pictures with 
Maj.-Gen. John Dahlquist, com- 
mander of the 36th Division, and 
with prig.-Gen. Robert Stack, As- 
sistant Division Commander. 
Goering Dangerous Man 

Goering is one of the most dan- 
gerous men in Germany, as this 
column pointed out at the time of, 
his capture. . The London News 
Chronicle sums him up well by de- 
claring that he “is an evil, cruel 
murderer to whom justice must be 
done. Because he fs fat, he is not 
kind.” 5 

Possibly Goering never slit a 
throat with his own hands, but that 
doesn’t relieve him of responsibility 
for the crimes cf, Nazidom.

No Such Thing as ‘Friendly Enemy’ 

There's no such thing as a ‘friend- 
ly enemy’ in the Allied lexicon of 
this war. One of the main Allied 
objectives has been the extermina- 
thon of Nazism. But the thing does 

stop there. We also have had as 
a-prime aim the destruction of Prus- 
sian militarism, which has been the 
mainspring of aggression in Europe 
for generations. It always is on the 
lookout for fresh opportunities, and 
it got behind Adolf Hitler when it 
recognized in him a powerful lead- 
er who would-be able to take Ger- 
many into war. 

Every one of the German High 
Command is part of this Prussian 
machine, and it’s no use for the 
generals to try to hide behind the 
excuse that they are merely sol- 
diers and have been taking orders 
from Hitler. They're playing the 
“friendly-enemy” part for all it's 
worth as they surrender, but that 
doesn’t fit in with the statement 
by Messrs. Churchill, Roosevelt and 
Stalin after the Yalta conference 
earlier this year. 

Break up German General Staff 

“It is our inflexible purpose to 
destroy German militarism and 
Nazism . . . (and to) break up for 
all time the German General Staff 
that has repeatedly contrived the 
resurgence of German militarism.” 

That's what we have been fight- 
ing for. And that's why sections of 
the British press are demanding 
that Grand \Admiral Doenltz, and 
Getman generals claiming authority 
in parts of the Reich, be thrown in- 
to concentration cam} mee safe 
to leave these prof mone 
gers free — now or after the return 
to normal times. They must in 
some way be “liquidated” from the 
life of Germany, or they will start 
thelr deviltry again. 

The situation is doubly dangerous 
because it is clear that the German 
people themselves aren't repentant. 
They arg ne and bitter in their 
defeat and would provide fertile soll 
for another crop of Prussiahism.
